Forest Fires in Ontario 


Still Unchecked 


Today 


HUNDREDS ARE MISSING 


From Homes In Porcupine District 


and Property Loss Will Reach 


Millions. 


Toronto, Out., July 13.—With the 


death list already exceeding ;{OO and 
the property damage reaching far in- 
to the millions tliC| fires in the I'or- 
cupine district of Ontario are still 
unchecked. 
Many of the richest 


mines in the district have been com- 
pletely wiped out. 
The flames are 


rushing like lightning through the 
heavily timbered lauds that stretch 
northward from 1'orcupiiie Jfjake.

Washington, D. C., July 13.—Sen- 


ator Bailey's free list amendment to 
the Canadian reciprocity bill was de- 
feated in the senate late yesterday 
afternoon by a large majority. So 
evident was the margin 
against it 


that Senator Bailey did not ask for a 
roll call. 


Pursuing the policy of forcing the 


opponents of reciprocity to proceed 
withot. delay. Senator Penrose urged 
Senator Bailey to introduce his tariff 
amendment at once. 
The latter did i 


so, and the senate adjourned with' 
the amendment pending. 
It is a 


modification of the wool tariff bill 
recently passed by the house and it 
places all duties on raw and manu- 
factured wool at a general average 
of 20 per cent. 
I 


The consideration of the reciproc-' 


ity bill is expected to move with rap- 
idity from now on. The wool amend- 
ment probably will be disposed of 
today and Senators La Follette and 
Bristow are ready with their amend-j 
merits and their speeches against the 
bill. 


" Semi-Democrats " 
'" borrowed 


Democrats" and like terms were ap- 
plied to the Republican senators sup- 
porting the bill by Senator Heyburn 
of Idaho in a speech against, the mea- 
sure. 
He declared that when the 


vote on the bill is taken all real Re- 
publicans in the senate will be op- 
posed to it, while the "semi-Demo- 
crats" will vote for it, along with the 
"fee-simple Democrats."

Bridgeport; Conn., July 33.—Twenty- 


one persons were killed and seventy 
injured when the Federal express, a 
fast train over the New Haven rail- 
road, bound from Washington for Bos- 
ton, left the viaduct passing through 
this city and plunged to the street be- 
low. 
Engine anj.1 cars were smashed 


In appalling fashion, and wreckage was 
scattered 200 or more feet away from 


the track side. The wreck was due to 
the engineer taking a cross-over at a 
s)>eed estimated at 60 miles an hour 
when the time card called for a speed 
not exceeding 15 miles an hour, accord- 
ing to officials of 
the road. A great 


mass of debris was piled up on the 
streets beside the viaduct in an in- 
stant. Fire started in this, but the 
Bridgeport 
department 
quickly put 


this out, and the men lent assistance 
to rescue those whose cries of agony 
filled the air. The passengers on the 
train included the members of the St. 
Louis National league baseball team, 
who were on their way to Boston for a 
series of games. The ball players were 
in the last Pullman and esca.ped in- 
jury, going on to Boston in a special 
train.

STATE EXAMINER 
MAKES REPORT TO 


CLERK LARASON 


State Examiner T. W. Jones, from 


the Bureau of 
Inspection 
of Public 


Offices, has sent to Clerk E. M. Lara- 
son a full report of his examination of 
the offices of Clerk of the Courts and 
the Common Pleas Judges of Licking 
county from May 1, 1UU8, to April i, 
1911. 


CLERK OF THE COURT. 


In the office of the Clerk of the Court 


in brief the examiner imds that 
the 


clerk's official bond of $15,000 was in 
compliance with the law and filed in 
the office of the County Treasurer. Al- 


that all cost bills filed 
with 
the 


County Auditor, together witn Peni- 
tentiary cost bills filed in the Clerk's 
office revealed the fact that the com- 
pensation drawn for services perform- 
°d by the Clerk had been within the 
limitations of the law; that he books 
01 record and uie journal work has 
been done in a neat and systematic 
manner; the cash book shows th?t all 
monies coming into the hands of ex- 
Clerk J. w. Hursey and Clerk E. M 
Larason have been property charged 
and properly accounted for to the in- 
dividuals for whom intended and that 
they have properly paid out all un- 
claimed monies or funds; all fees for 
services or term bills, all fines collect- 
ed and all money due the countv. pro- 
ne rly accounted for and paid to the 
proper fund. 


The State Examiner finds that Mr. 


Larason is thoroughly familiar 
with 


the duties of the Clerk's office and savs 
"I do not deem it wise or expedient 
to offer any suggestions or comments, 
believing that Mr. Larason's concep- 
tion of tile duties 
and enforcement 


thereof, is all that we could ask. Mr. 
Larason's conduct of his office is as 
near what it should be as could be 
asked for." 


COMMON PLEAS JUDGES. 


Under the head of additional com- 


oensation for Common Pleas .Tudsres. 
the examiner, after reviewing the law 
and citing numerous decisions, says 
that there have been drawn by Judges 
C. W. Seward and E. M.' WicVham ?<* 
additional compensation in excess of. 
the amounts allowed by law the sum of 
$1,076.49 each, and that they should re- 
turn this sum to the treasury of Lick- 
ing county. 
The law governing this 


matter seems to contain many incon- 
sistencies, and is not interpreted alike 
by both examiner and judges. 
The 


judges receive $3,000 per year each, 
and in addition the law provides com- 
pensation based upon the" population 
of the county's comprising the 
dis- 


trict. The additional compensation is 
$16 per 1,000 inhabitants. The State 
Examiner claims that the law applies 
only to the population of the countv 
in which the judge "resides, while the 
judges claim that it applies to the en- 
tire district.
